Wasurnctox, February 15.—In the star 
route trial to-day, the monotony of the testi- 
mony in repetition of that given on the first 
trial was enlivened somewhat. After the 
cross examination of Postmaster Lounsberry. 
of Bismarck, Dakota, had been concluded, 
Mr. Reirdell arose, and in a clear voice said: 
if the court please, | desire to make a state- 

ment in my own behalf.’ Profound silence 
prevailed for a moment. The court looked 
“surprised, but counsel for the defense seemed 
to be prepared for the blow about to follow. 


The court finally said: ‘‘You can make it.”’ 


‘r Reirdell then proceeded to _ read 
rapidly the following statement: 
“If the court please, I desire to make 


a statement in person and in my own behalf. 
after mature reflection and full considera- 
tion of the whole subject, I have determined 
to abandon any further defense in this case, 
and put inyself at the mercy of the court and 
sovernment, and if desired to do so, by the 
counsel for the government, to testify to all 
my knowledge of any facts with reference to 
anv of the defendents, either against or for 
them, myself included. Therefore, now in 
person, | ask leave to withdraw my plea of 
not guilty, heretofore interposed, and to enter 
my plea of guilty, and in doing so put my- 
self upon the mercy of the court. I feel this 
to be aduty I owe to myself, my 
family.and the truth. I have arrived at this 
fixed determination through my own reflec- 
tions and responsibilities, and without any 
previous consultation with my counsel, who, 
I believe, would not have advised me to this 
course, and whom I now relieve from all or 
any responsibilities for the cvurse I have 
adopted.’

John Walsh was then called to the stand. 
The court remarked: “‘Mr. Reirdell, I sup- 
pose, will remain under his present bail; the 
court Will pass no order at. present.”’ Mr. 
Reirdel] and his counsel then left the room 
and Mr. Walsh proceeded to relate his story 
of the interview between himself and Brady. 

Walsh gave his testimony in a deliberate 
imperturable manner. Brady had taken his 
seat directly in front of bim, and was Jook- 
ing him steadily in the face. Walsh on y 
occasionally returning the gaze. His testi- 
mony was a substantial repetition of that 
given during the first trial. After the recess 
Reridell was put uponthe stand and occupied 
it until the court adjourned. His testimony 
‘ustified al! the anticipation raised by his 
statement in the morning. It corroborated 
about all the witnesses the prosecution fas 
put upon the stand and contained much that 
seems new and bears hardest upon Brady, 
Dorsey and Yaile 

WHAT REIRDELL’S TESTIMONY DISCLOSES. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Following are specimens from. among the 
many similar ones in Reirdell’s testimony: 

After describing a trip west which he took 
at Dorsey’s suggestion, Reirdell said he met 
Vaile immediately upon bis return; went to 


see him at his notel. Speaking of the afh- 
Javit on the Rawlins, White river route, 
Vaile asked how they could get an 


affidavit in lieu of John Dorsey’s affidavit. 
At that time (March, 1879) 8. W. Dorsey was 
quarreling with Miner and Vaile, and refused 
to allow his brother to furnish the affidavit. 
Vaile said he thought he could get Brady to 
accept an affidavit Irom a sub-contractor, and 
within a few days reported that Brady had 
consented to do this. By Vaile’s direction 
the witarss wrote outa blank affidavit and 
sent it to Perkins (sub-contractor) for nis sig- 
nature, It came back signed, with the spaces 
reserved for men and animals unfilled, accor- 
ding to direction. Mr. Merrick presented the 


affidavit to the witness, who identified 
and said the words ‘one’ preceding 
the. trips, ‘“‘three’’ preceding men, 
“six” preceding animals, “‘eight’’ preceding 


menand “twenty-four” preceding animals 
had been filled in by himself, by direction of 
S W. Dorsey. who also suggested the num- 
bers. Witness filed the «affidavit and letters 
of transmittal in the department by Dorsey's 
direction. He was then an e« senator. The 
Witness signed the name of John W. 
Dorsey to the letter of transmittal. In March 
1879, Peck and John Dorsey were not in this 
city, and when witness again left for the west, 
Joh: Dorsey was sti | absent. Subsequent to 
bis eraploy ment by Dorsey, the latter got up 
anew form of sub-contract, omitting any pro- 
vision for expedition to sub-contractors. 

Mr. Ingersoll objected to this evidence. He 
said they tried to make out fraud when they 
provided for expedition,and fraud when they 
did not. It was fraud either way. 

Mr. Merrick—It was a new fraud. Expe- 
rience had taught them more adroit fraud. 

The witness said he again went west in 
April, 1879, where he made a new subcontract 
and got up petitions. His instructions from5S. 
W. Dorsey were to prevent subcontratts from 
being filed. Dorsey said very fewof the sub- 
contractors knew anything about expeditions. 
He was to be careful and pot tell them in that 
case. As an excuse for negotiating new sub- 
contracts, be was to tell the sub-contractors 
that the old firm had dissolved, and that he 
(Dorsey) would see that they were paid if the 


sub-contracts were not filed, He had pre- 
pared -a number of obiank affidavits, 
Signed by John W. Dorsey and Peck. 


Whenever necessary either witness or 8S. W. 
Dorsey took one of the Mlidavits and filled 
in the number of the route and’ the number 
of men and animals. The court inquired 
whether or not reference was had to any route 
named in the indictment. In- 
gerso}] declared that he wanted 
them all in, all about affidavits. 

Taking up one of the affidavits connected 
with the Ojo Caliente route, the witness said 
that although the body of the paper was in 
the handwriting of W. F. Kellogg, notary 
public, yet the figures opposite the men and 
animals, and the nuurber of the route, had 

en written by 8. W. Dorsey.

AN EXECUTIVE S&SSION. 


Followed by a Day's Discussion of the Tariff Hill in 
the Senate. 
Special to The Constitution. 

_Wasuineron, February 15.—In the senate 
{his morning business being concluded Mr. 
Morrill called up the tarift bill. Mr. Edmunds 
said he thought the necessities of the public 
business and justice demauded a brief execa- 
tive session, which was held, When the doors 


were reopened the senate resumed considera- 
tion of the tariff bill. Mr. Morrill presented 
a remonstrance against any reduction of the 
traiifon books below 25 per cent, signed by 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, L. B. Aldrich and 


John G. Whittier, and ‘writers 
of —_— books” and setting {Mth 
their reasons at length. Mr. Morrill 


gave notice that if the bill should not be 
passed today he would ask the senate to sit'long 
enough to-morrow to dispose of it. The sen- 
ate then proceeded to consider certain por- 
tions of the bill which had been temporarily 
passed over. Mr. Jonas moved to reconsider 
the vote by which section 8, providing that 
in respects to all articles in the sugar 
schedule, the act sbali take effect on April lst, 
1883, had been agreed to. This provision, he 


said, was an unjust discrimination 
against sugar producers in Louisiana. 
Lost 28 to 29. The next item considered 


was iron ore, and on this the senate spent the 
entire afternoon without affirmative action. 
Motions to make the duty one dollar and 
seventy five cents, and sixty cents respective- 
ly per ton, were rejected und the rate was 
left unchanged at fitty cents. 

The senate to-day confirmed nominations 
to be postmaster: Hiram L. Grant, Goldsboro, 
N. €.; Philip Ezekiel, Beaufort, 8. C, 

All the reserved paragraphs were disposed 
of and the bill was open to general amend- 
ment. The internal revenue tax on eigarettes, 
weighing not more than three pounds per 
thousand, was reduced from 75 to 50 cents 
per thousand. The late proceedings of the 
senate were marked by a controversy over the 
duty on rice,in which Mr. Butler and Mr. 
Ingalls exchanged some strong language, and 
Mr. Vance and Mr. Voorhees were on the 
verge of a quarrel. The session lasted until 
10:25, but no changes were made in the bill, 
which was not disposed of.

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THE TAX ON ‘SUGAR. 


The Japanese Indemnity Fund -The House in Nigh 
Seasion. 

WasuHinGron, February 15.—In the house, 
Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin, submitted a con- 
ference report on the Japanese indemnity 
fund bill. The effect of the bill as agreed to 
in conference, is to return to Japan the origi- 
nal sum received from that government, 
($785,000) without interest, to pay the officers 
and crews of the ‘‘Wyoming,’ and the 
‘*Takiang,’’ $140,000, and to cancel all 
bonds, comprising the Japanese indemnity 
fund. Afier discussion the report was 
agreed to—132 to 27. The house went into 
committee of the whole on the tariff bill, 
and entered upon the consideration gf sched- 
ule E, sugars. Mr. Van Voorhees, of New 
York, moved to strike out the first paragraph, 
which imposes and regulates a duty on low 
grades of sugar. Hestated that he did this 
with the purpose of moving to place sugar on 
the free jist. This occasioned a renewal of 
the debate on the tariff question in all! its 
phases—tariff for protection, for revenue, and 
forrevenue with incidental protection; Messrs, 
Gibson, King and Ellis, of Louisiana, were 
the principal. opponents. The motion 
was finally lost; ayes 26, nays 150. King and 
Ellis, each offered amendments to the same 
paragmaph, increasing the duty on raw sdgar. 
Mr. King withdrew his, and supported that 
of Mr. Ellis, which fixed the rate on sugars 
below number thirteen, at land 40-hundred 
cents per pound. A long discussion en- 
sued, which strayed far from the real question 
under consideration, and was confined 
principally to a series of charges and 
counter charges of inconsistency, the 
republicans taunting the democrats with de- 
serting their ‘revenue only’’ doctrine when 
local interests were at stake, and the demo 
crats asserting that they were only maintain- 
ing the duty ata revenue standard, and in 
turn claiming that the republicans had de- 
serted their protective system in order to sin- 
gle out and destroy a single industry. Final- 
ly the amendment was lost, 51 to 92. The 
next amendment offered was also lost, and 
against the next one Carlisle raised a point 
of order, and pending a decision, the com- 
mittee rose and at 5:30 the house tock recess 
until half past seven. 

The house, in evening. session, considered 
the legislative appropriation bills and com 
pleted eighty of its ninety-two pages. 


WALKING OVER DIFFICULTIES. 


The Way the Republicans Have—How they Have 
Werked the Tariff Biil, 

Specials to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, February 15.—The republi- 
cans have aremarkable vay of walking over 
difficulties. They have made ample use of 
their power in this congress. Confronted. with 
difficulties they could not overcome when 
they were wishing Cemocrats out of their seats 
last summer. they simply defied ail precedent 
and changed the rules of the house to suit 
their purposes, 

Several days ago it became apparent that 
they could not in the brief limits of this ses- 
siou pass the tariff bill of the committee. 
The democrats have discussed nearly every 
line of it, it is true, but it ought to bave been 
discussed to show the country what a miser- 
able machination it was. What has been said 
against the bill has brought out none of the 
inwardness of the so-called protective system 
than was ever known before. In one 
sense it is intensely protective. It pro- 
tects a few maunutaciturers and monop- 
olies, while the money given to enych 
them comes from the miilions who are 
forced to pay artificially high prices 
for the necessaries of life. The tariff debate 
in both houses has been enough to weary the 
republicans.

ATLANTA'S MaNUFACTORIES. 


The Census Records Show them Greater Than Bibb 
Riehbmend, Chatham and Muscogee Counties.

Wasuinoton, February 15.—Noticing com- 
ment in certain Georgia papers on the figures 
recently published in Tue Consrirurion giy- 
ing the manufactories of five principal cities 
in the state, I ascertained to-da * ath the 
census bureau exactly what those figuree 
meant. The statistics for Atlanta were pre- 
pared several days before the other, and nota 
dollar was given of any manufactory outside 
the city limits. When the statistics for the 
other citieg were asked for, they had not been: 
eliminated fully frog the statistics for the 
counties, and these full returns were given. 
In other words, there are more manufactories, 
worth more money, in the city of Atlanta 
than in either of the entire counties of Rich- 
mond, Muscogee, Chatham or Bibb. This of- 
ficial statement magnifies still further Atian- 
ta’s importance as a manufacturing center. 
I have the plain facts from official figures in 
the bureau; if anybody doubts them, the

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| THE RISING FLOODS 


AT A STANDSTILL IN CINCINNATI, 
BUT MORE COMING. 


Fire Demp Explosion in Which Several are Killed— 
The Fiscedwaters of the Onio Repidiy Rising— 
The Devastations of the Waters in Louis: 
ville—Along the Licking River. 


Wasuineton, December 15,— Representa- 
tive King yesterday addressed a letter to the 
chief signal officer, requesting information as 
io the danger of a flood in the lower Missis- 
sippi with a view of basing upon that infor- 
mation any necessary congressional action. 
In response, the chief signal service officer 
states that it is almost certain that floods will 
occur between Memphis and Vicksburg; that 
danger signals have been ordered along the 
line from Memphis to Cairo, and that the 
rainfall of next week will determine whether 
the fleod in the lower Mississippi will be 
higher than that of last vear. pe 

WARNED OF THE DANGER. °

All the associated societies of the Red Cross 
in the United States have this day been offi- 
cially notified by the National association at 
Washington of the disasters on the western 
rivers, and have. been requested to prepare 
for, and totake charge of, such contributions 
for the relief of the inhabitants as may be for- 
warded to them for distribution by their 
agents. 

THE FLOOD AT CINCINNATI. 

CINCINNATI, February 15.—At 1o’clock this 
morning, the river was 66 feet and 4 inches 
high, and is rising at the rate ofan inch and 
a quarter an hour. Dispatches from the head- 
waters of the tributaries of the Ohio river in 
Ohio, report the streams risingrapidly. Lick- 
ing river in Kentucky, is booming at its 
sources. At1o'’ciock this morning, the peo- 
ple in the vicinity of No. 50 Wilstach street, 
on the border of the inundated district,in the 
western part of the city, was 
startled by a loud explosion, which 
broke the glass in the windows of a three- 
story brick building occupied by four fami- 
lies, numbering seventeen persons. The build- 
ing was found in ruins from an explosion of 
fire damp sewer gas in the cellar, and all the 
occupants were buried in the debris, A 
scene of terror followed The people, think- 
ing that the explosion was caused by tne 
pressure of wa'‘er in the sewer, and that other 
explosions would follow, fied, thinly clad, to 
places of safety. The fire alarm was 
sounded promptly, and the _fire 
department responded promptly. This 
added to the general consternation. Finding 
no fire the men began to work rescuing the 
unfortunate victims. The house was owned 
by Jacob Brown, who, with his wife, two 
sons and two daughters, occupied the first 
floor. Officers Macke, special policeman at 
Fourth and Vine streets, known as ‘King 
William,’’ occupied the front room on the 
second floor, with his wife. The back part 
of the same story was occupied by William 
Miller, wife and two children; the third 
floor by William Hannon,wife and two twin 
daughters—two years old. By five o’ctock 
in the morning all the occupants had been 
taken out. Officer Macke and wife and 
the daughter of Miller, aged two years; were 
dead. John and Henry Brown and 
Reckamann, aneighbor, who was in the 
house at the time, were so badly injured that 
they can hardly recover. Jacob Brown and 
wife were rescued after several hours labor, 
severely but not fatally hurt. Their daugh 
ters were taken out comparatively unhurt. 
Miller was badly injured. His wife and re- 
maining child escaped with smali injury. 
Hannon aad his family were slightly burt. 
Brown brothers and Reckamann were build- 
ing a raft and had gone intothe cellar to get 
some lumber, carrying a candle with them 
when the explosion occurred. 

RISING AND FALLING. 

The river stood at sixty-six feet two inches 
anda half until noon, when it declined a 
quarter of an inch, Special dispatches to the 
Times-Star says at Maysville, Ky., the river 
fell six inchesduring the night and is still 
falling. At Falimouth, Ky, the Licking 
river is still rising and will continue to do so 
allday. At Frankfort, Ky., the river is fall. 
ing, but another rise is expected, Fifteen 
hundred people are being lodged and fed. 
The loss is estimated at $200,000. At Mariet- 
ta, Ohio, there was a heavy rain all 
day, continuing until seven oclock this 
morning. Both the Muskingum and Ohio 
rivers are rising. They show a rise of three 
feet during the night. Rain is reported at 
Zainesville, Ohio, and a floud equal to that of 
last week is expected again. All the trains 
start from the stockyard station, which is 
reached by omnibuses. Noneof the railroads 
attempt to carry freight, but the express com- 
panies do and are overwhelmed with busi- 
ness.

CrincINNATI, February 15.—The riverreached 
its highest stage at 4 a. m., when it stdod 66 
feet 4 inches. It began to recede at 5%. m. 
and at 9 p. m. stood at 65 feet 9 inches, having 
declined 2 inches in the last honr. 

UNDER THE WATER IN LOUISVIILE, 
LOUISVILLE, February 15.—The flood con- 
tinues unabated. The canal is 43 feet 9 inches, 
and is rising at the rate of half an inch per 
hour. It is believed, however, that the waters 
will come to a standstill by nightfall. Noad- 
ditional loss of life has been reported, but 
probably one hundred additional dwellings 
and business houses are overflowed. All the 
manufactories near the river are closed, 
and thousands of workmen are out of 
employment. Transfer and express wagons 
traverse every street, stopping at the houses 
of citizens, who fill them with contributions 
for the sufferers. The citizens have respond- 
ed nobly so far. The water works on the ex- 
treme eastern limit, beyond the point and 
ent off, have succumbed, and the machinery 
has stopped. There are two large basins con- 
taining millions of gallons of water, and it 
is not thought that there is much danger of a 
scarcity. The gas works stil! hold out, buta 
few more inches will stop the supply. 

RELIEF FOR THE FLOODED,

THE COTTON CROP. 


Report ef the Federal Agricaitural Bureau— 6,800,. 
000 Bal. « Predicted. 

_ Wasuinetoy, February 15.—The following 
ig & Sypnopsis of the returns of the cotta 
crop to the agricultural bureau to date. The 
returns of the product in bales make an 
aggregate of over 6,800,000, distributed as fol- 
lows: Virginia, 24,000; North Carolina, 452,- 
000; South Carolina, 616.000; Georgia 920,000; 
Florida 61,000; Alabama, 784,000; Mississippi, 
1,042,000; Louisiana, 539.000; Texas, 1,026,000; 
Arkansas, 287,000; Tennessee, 337,000; Mis- 
sourl, 25,000; other territory 22,000. 

The unusual length of the season for ma- 
turing is given very generally as an impor- 
tant factor of increased production. The late 
growth was so vigorous in portions of the 
area caltivated that much unmature cotton 
was destroyed by frost, notwithstanding the 
lateness of the season. ‘This destruction of 
the green bolls was comparatively heavy in 
Edgecomb, North Carolina, Franklin, Hall 


an Lawrence, Alabama; Haxubee sand 
Benton, Mississippi, Brentyille and 
Point Coupel, Louisiana; Central, 


Texas, Dallas, Arkansas, and in Fayette, 
Tenn; wherever the growth was most juxu- 
riant and the yield heaviest, this apparent 
loss was greatest. In Marion and Wartes. 
Georgia, the crop was shortened by the Sep- 
tember storm. On Red river andin northern 
Texas there was a Joss of cotton and injury to 
the staple by rains in picking the top crop. 
Asa whole the season was unusually favora- 


ble. 
THE CONDITION OF THE CROP. 

The returns are nearly unanimous in de- 
claring the staple longer than usual, whiter, 
and comparatively free from trash. A few 
report shorter staple. In parts of Georgia 
there was some loss‘ of quality from storms, 
and the late picking of the southwest was in- 
jured by tne frost and rain. The amount of 
lint produced in proportion to the seed is re- 
ported greater than usual in one-half to two- 
thirds of all the returns, excepting in Vir- 
ginia and Missouri, where the majority report 
the ustial average yield. In very few counties 
is the rate of yield less than the average. 

MARKETING THE PRODUCT. 

The marketing of the crop is most advanced 
in Florida, Georgia and South Carolina, but 
one-sixth remaining on hand at the end of 
1832 in Alabama, Mississippi and Texas; 
oue-fourth in Louisiana, Arkansas, Tennessee 
and Missouri. The proportion was somewhat 
greater from these returns. It is probable 
that about seventeen per cent of the crop still 
remains in the farmers’,hands. The date of 
finishigg the harvest reported foreach county 
varies from November to February. The 
average for each state is Florida, December 7; 


Georgia, December 5; South Carolina, 
December 11; Alabama December 12; 
Tennessee, December 17; Mississip- 
i, December 18; North Carolina, 
Jecember 22; Louisiana, January 4; Texas, 
January 6; Arkansas, January 9.

TRAVELS OF AN UNSIGNEDCHECK 


A Singular Oversight Fivally D seovered at the Treas- 
ury Department. 

Wasuineton, February 15.—A remarkable 
instance of tbe peculiar oversights that occur 
in the business world came to light at the 
counter of the cash room in the treasury de- 
partment aday or two ago. Some months 
since the disbursing office of the United States 
geological survey forwarded to one of the at- 
taches of the survey iu a distant territory a 
check covering the amount of salary due him 

Upon receipt of this check the party in 
whois favor it was drawn indorsed it, and ob- 
tained the cash for it of the nearest post-tra- 
der. The check was used by the trader in 
making his settlements, and slowly moved 
eastward. From Chicago it was forwarded to 
New York, and in course of exchange passed 
through the clearing-house. Subsequently it 
was sent to Messrs. Riggs & Co., of this city, for 
collection; it being drawn upon the United 
States treasury here. In its travels the check 
bad passed through many hands, and 
the ,indorsements on the back of represented 
institutions whose capital aggregated many 
millions. When it was presented in the 
cash room for payment for the first time ip 
all its journeyings it was discovered that the 
check had not been signed by the disbursing 
officer who drew it. This defect was reme 

died as soop.as the attention of the official 
was called to it, and the amount called for by 
the check paid gverto Riggs & Co. The 
strange feature of the matter is that such a 
material defect as the lack of a signature to a 


check. shoud not have been discovered by 
some one of the many banking experts 
through whose hands it passed. 


THE QUEEN'S SPEECH. 


THE LAND REVOLUTION SPREAD- 
ING OVER THE EMPIRE. 


Compensation for Improvement Recommended for 
England and Scotiand, A'so a Litile More for 
Ireland—fhe Irish Prisoners on Triai~ 
O:her Foreign Notes of Interest. 


Lonpoy, February 15.—Parliament reas- 
sembled to-day. The queen, in her speech 
opening the session, refers to the maintenance 
of good relations with foreign powers. Re- 
ferring to the restoration of tranquility in 
Egypt, she says the withdrawal of the British 
troops is proceeding as expeditiously as a pra- 
dent consideration of circumstances admits. 
The reconstitution of: the government of 
Egypt under the khedive has been partly ac- 
complished and continues to receive her 
earnest attention, She has submitted 
to the sultan and the powers 
for their friendly consideration arrangements 


which appeared to her best fitted to insure 
the stability of the khedive’s government, 
the prosperity and happiness of the Egyp- 
tians, the security of the Suez canal, and the 
peace of eastern Europe. The following is 
her reference to Ireland: “I am happy to 
state that the improvement in the seslal con- 
dition of Ireland, to which I referred in De- 
cember, continues. Agrarian crime has 
sensibly diminished, and the law has been 
everywhere upheld. Measures will be 
promptly submitted to you for the establish- 
ment of a court of criminal appeal for 
preventing corrupt practices, and for per 
trating and amending the ballet act. You 
will also be invited to consider a proposal 
which will more effectually secure to tenants 
in England and Scotland compensation for 
agricultural improvements. You have pro- 
vided in recent years by a liberal devotion of 
your time for the most urgent needs of Ire- 
land. The claims of general legislation and 
other parts .of the kingdom now 
demand your just regard. I trnst, however that 
you will be able to deal with some of the leg 
islative wants of lreland, for which provision 
hasnot been made. I rely on your energy and 
prudence, and beseech the Almighty, now as 
heretofore, to bless you labors.”’ 
BRADLAUGH REVIEWS HIS CLAIMS. 

A great popular demonstration was made 
in Charing Cross in favor of the claims of 
Charles Bradlaugh to a seat in the house of 
commons, to which he was re-elected from 
Northampton borough in March last. Dele- 
gates from the London workmen's clubs and 
others, representing four hundred provincial 
townships, were present at the meeting. Mr. 
Bradlaugh, in his speech, announced that if 


nothing was mentioned in the house 
of commens by four o'clock 
in the afternoon about’ the bill, 


allowing members to make affirmation who 
desire to do so, instead of taking the usual 
parliamentary oatb, he should then take his 
seat in the house.

HAZEN’S BURGAU, 


General Hazen Aske an Investigation and Secretary 
Lincoln Dee'ines It. 

W aAsHINGTON, February 15.—A good deal has 
recently been published in criticism onthe 
signal bureau, and Congressman Beltzhoover, 
of Pennsylvania, on the 8th instant, publish- 
ed in the Congressional Record a speech ' 
which he found no opportunity to deliver in 
the house, in which he made some yery dam- 
aging statements and comments in regard to 
the bureau. Yesterday General Hazen ad- 
dressed a letter to Secretary Lincoln, refer- 
ring to Mr. Beltzhoover’s speech, and askin 
thatan inquiry be made by a committee o 
the senate. To-day Secretary Lincoln replied 
to General Hazen in the following terms: 

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the 14th instant, in which you re- 
fer to the statement made by Hon. Mr. Beltzhoover, 
o' Pennsy)vania, in a speech printed in the Con- 
gressioual Record, and ask that the president of the 
senate be requested by resolution to appoint a 
commitiee of its members to thoroughly investigate 
the matters alleged in that speech, and any other 
matters that any person may see fitto bring to its 
notice relating to the signal service. I am unable 
to cousider your requegt favorably. lam not ad- 
vired of a prece‘en: for an application by a chief of 
a departmental bureau, either directsy or through 
the head of a department, to one of the house of 
congress for the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate charges of official mis- 
conduct made in the debate by a member, 
Your request is, however, subject to still more se- 
rious otjection, ip that you wish the senate to ap 
point a committee to investigate charges made in- 
debate by a member of the house of npr 
tives. The mere consideration by the se of 
your application would involve a violation of 
g nerai rule of parliamentary practice.” 

The secretary here quotes section three of 
Jefferson’s manual, in which the rule is laid 
down that neither house can take cognizance 
of the proceedings in the other until properly 
referred. The secretary then says: 

‘It is believed that any one of the administrative 
departments of government isable to ia

Stray Paregraphs About Savannah’s Recent Sesqui- 
Centennial—Newspeper Men of the Forest City— 


The Central Roed—Suceessful Farming in 
uffie—-A Desth in Oampbeli. 


The rejoicings are over in Savannah, and the peo- 
ple of our sister city will now have to turn their at- 
tention to the future, and quit dreaming over the 
past. The two noticeable successes of the affair 
were thearray of military emulation, and the cor- 
diality of social greeting. These successes were 
oftset by two noticeable defects, the absence of the 
working element and the want of business push. 
What Savannah needs, first and foremost, is to 


give tbe mechanic the front rauk as he 
has in Atlanta. It is the 
ironworker,. the tinsmith, the shoemaker, the 


miller, the craftsman of every description whose 
sweat drops add to the wealth of aeommunity. For 
instance, there was no provision made in the exer- 
cises at the theater for the press 
—in fact the workingman of every 
description was ignored. Savannah has an excel- 
lent bar; her lawyers, and doctors, and cotton 
operators are all elegant gentlemen. but they will 
ha¥e to make room hereafter for the sledgehammer 
if they would keep up in the race of progress. 

The display made by the Central road in Savan- 
nah was a remarkable evidence of Georgia genius 
and development. A line of railroad leading out 
into every section of the state, miles of wharfage 
and river front; warehouses devoted to the trade 
from Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York and Bos- 
ton and eight large ocean steamers, elegantin de- 
sign and built to meet allthe requirements of the 
carrying trade; it standsas a wonderful monument 
to the foresight of the late president, Mr. Wadley. 
Mr. Raoul, the new president, has fully 
grasped the ideas of his predecessor, and he 
inay be relied on before many years pass away to 
establish direct communication with the European 
ports. Heis wide-awake, enterprising, and fully 
alive t} the wants of modern business. In conver- 
sation he declared that the interests of Georgia and 
the Central wére identical; that the latter depend- 
ed for its success upon the growth of the former;

Owing toa freshet in 
the river last summer my pea crop was a failure, 
as I generally make most of my peas on my low 
grounds, A large per cent of my corn also was 
soured, After grazing these hogs on my harvest 
fi ld l put themin the pen and fed them ninety 
bushels of this spoilt river corn, after which they 
were slaughtered, with the result as above stated. 
Now, estimating the corn at $1 per bushel, and the 
meat at ter Cents per pound, we have this result: 
Meat, 2,104 unds at ten cents, $210.40; corn, 
ninety bushels, at $1, $90; net profi:,§i2u.40. Now, 
iustead of having my supplies in the west, I have 
them on my own farm, and Iam there also, with 
my own family, living and boarding at the same 


place.

GEORGIA FARMING, 


Agricattural Interest (in Differen 
Parts of the State, 

Special to the Constitution. 

SUNNYSIDE, Spalding county, February 12.—We 
find no results of farming from this county for the 
past year in your columns. We have all made corn 


enough for a full supply excepting those who 
planted on large creek bottoms, wheat, oats, po- 
tatoes, etc. A few farmers have raised enough 
meat for their own supply, some half enough, oth- 
ers a little and some others, that gathered a thous- 
and bushels of corn, have none. [I think the farm- 
ers of this county vill plant more largely of food 
crops hereafter. There is a general inquiry for 
good stock hogs; another new industry springing 
up is the growing of ribbon cane; some farmers 
living near made four hundred galionsof syrup 
per acre. think the all cotton 
olicy in these paris about dead 

ne dollar and a half corn and twenty cents meat 
was what doneit. The exclusive cotton planter 
alas what a curse to himself, tothe dumb brute 
under bis care‘and to all around; he seems not t» 
realize the fuct, that he pays freight on his cotton 
to New York and on his dry goods from the same 

lace and on his own meat and flour from Chicago, 
he has the pleasureif any of running his lands for 
the exclusive benefit of merchants, railroad men 
and speculators. If every farmer would plant one 
third of his laud in corn and potatoes, one third in 
small grain, tbe other third and not the best third 
at thatin cotton, asa class thev would be the most 
prosperous and independent of any. Of the three 
crops one ot them at least is always a success. The 
all cotton plan places the farmer in the hands of 
every other profession, he cannot borrow money 
from bankersattwelve per cent. Merchants borrow 
it at that, farmers pay to him seventy-five per cent 
as a consumer of western produce. He pays to rail- 
roads one hundred per cent, and freight on his cot- 
ton to market. The rapid multiplication of mer- 
chants doing a good business, and of railroads pay- 
ing large dividends is a true sign that farmers have 
been and are doing a poor business. ‘the farmers 
received some protection from legislation, by the 
creation of the railroad commission, but alas to 
what purpose of legislating for people that have the 
means of protection in their own hands aud will 
notuseit. He is certainly & poor s*atesman that 
would legislate for the benefit of moneyed corpora- 
tions tothe detriment of the agricultural interests 
of the state. He would be like the man that took the 
sills from under bis house and expected the 
house to stand, which the first gus’ of wind top- 
pled over. The large increase of cotton bales, the 
decline in prices, indicate that we will have the 
| nickel crop for this year, for it will bring just five 
‘cents per pound. The farmers of the southought 
to hav2 as much sense as the old Dutch farmers on 
a certain island in the South Seas, the only one 
upon which the nutmeg grew in a state of nature, 
1 bes burnt two thirds of the crop after it was gath- 
ered, thereby avoiding shipping and getting more 
for the third than the whole, by reason of its 
scarcity, of which the cotton planter might make 
an illustration by planting two-thirds less of cotton. 
A certain man immortalized himself by saying that 
whoever made one blade of grass grow where none 
grew before wasa benefactorto mankind. There 
are some farmers around here who last year if they 
did not make any grow where none grew before, 
did that which was equivalent or more so, they let 
large bunches of it grow where none ought to have 
grown—that is, in their cotton patches. The best 
farming lands, the rolling lands, have been run in 
cotton year after year, with no return ef vegetable 
matter until they are washed and ruined. The ro- 
tarysystem of farming isthe only sure and safe 
policy, and let him who begins it stick to it, whether 
corn is twenty-five cents a bushel, bacon five cents 
a pound, or cotton twenty-five cents per pound. 
The manu who has land and fails to plant enough 
food crops for man and beast under his care ought 
to have it taken from him, ‘‘the man ofone talent,”’ 
and given to him the man of three talents, and in 
factif he is persistent in it, the allcotton system, it 
soon will be if he does not homestead on it. We 
frequently find in the papers where a man and 
smal: boy, with eight days extra hoeing made 
seventeen or twenty bales of cotton.) It is dry read- 
ing andif in the sight time not worth the wear and 
tear of the candle for we know his coru crib and 
smoke house is in the far distant west. The rail- 
road man wants all eotton planted, for it keeps his 
wheels bright. The banker wants it all cotton, for 
itenables him to handle more money. The mer- 
chant wants it the same way, it promotes extrava- 
gance and he sells larger bills. The grocer wants 
all cotton planted, he then sellsto farmers what 
they ought tu raise athome. Lawyers,in a general 
way, dont care much which, but had a little rather 
it wasall cotton for 1t promotes litigation. School 
teachers, doetors and preachers dont care a straw 
which way forthey get but little of it. Butto the

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IGNORANT SUFFRAGE. 

Tue ConstiTUTION was recently the means 
of calling the attention of the Providence 
Journal to the fact that Dr. Mayo, of Boston, 
had made some interesting remarks on the 
subject of southern education. It is true, 
the Journa) did not receive the information 
very graciously. It sneered at Dr. Mayo’s 


style and endeavored to discount some of his 


statements: and it left the impression on its 
readers that, because Tuk Constitution agreed 
with a Boston map in his statement that 
slavery, as far as it went, was one of the 
means of civilizing the negro, therefore we 
are in favor of re-establishing slavery. Of 
course, the Providence Journal did not make 
such a charge in terms, but in the midst of 
its sneers at the extracts from Dr. Mayo’s ad 


dress, the sectional animus of the paper 


. fies Journal went so far as to deny 
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the statements made by Dr. Mayo to the | 
effect. that the south is doing the 
best it can with such small educational 
facilities asitcan muster. All this, however, 
is not of much importance; but it gives us an 
opportunity of calling the attention of our 
Rhode Island contemporary to the fact thar 
Dr. Mayo has made another address—this 
time before the American Social Science asso- 
ciation. The address is full of interest and 
timeliness. Among other things, Dr. Mayo 
says: 

“There is an impression at the north, vigor- 
ously nursed by a portion of the partisan 
political press, tht the leading class in the 
south bas grossly failed of its duty in this 
work of education, and the nation is now to 
be summoned to repair the ruin of this fail- 
ure. After nearly three years’ observation 
through twelve of thege states, with the best 
opportunities for arriving at the facts, I am 
prepared to deny this accusation. I believe 
that, under the present conditions, the lead- 
ing people of the south, the class which every- 
where must be relied on for leadership in 
such matters, has not been speciaily unmind- 
ful of this obligation. “Indeed, after a fair 
estimate of the difficulties in the way, I am 
confident that no similar class of people in 
the old ornew world has accomplished so 
much in a time so short against obstacles so 
for-midable.”’ 

The partisan political press to which Dr. 
Mayo alludes, will have no trouble ih creat- 
ing the impression among their readers that 
this apostle of education is a northern dough- 
face, who is endeavoring to sell out the union 
to a parcel of rebels in order that the whole 
concern may be given over tothe rack and 
torment of secession. But before all this 
happens, we desire to call the attention of 
such papers as the Providence Journal to 
what Dr. Mayo says about ignorant suffrage. 
After describing bow the large cities, con- 
trolled by rings and rabble, are periodically 
saved from political anarchy by the respecta- 
ble portion of the community, he says: 

“Through the Gulf states, where the ma- 
jority of the voters are notoriously incompe- 
tent to cast an intelligent ballot, the same re- 
sult is accomplished by methods in 
accordance with the political and secial 
habits of the people, but with no more crimi- 
nal intent, and, probably, with less danger to 
the country, than by the more refined 
methods of the north.. In all portions of this 
union, it is practically impossible for the 
leading classes to submit to the governing of 
great, wealthy cities and states by the lower 
class of voters.”’ 

Dr. Mayo puts this last clause in italics in 
order to call attention to its significance. But 
it is significant enough as it stanids. A mere 
numerical majority counts for nething, even 
in arepublic, unless it is really a majority. 
Ignorance is always in the minority. If it is 
necessary for him to doso, one intelligent 
man will outwit ten ignorantones. Ignorance 
never was in the majority until it was upheld 
by the bayonets of the radicals, and as soon 
as these were taken away, the whole structure 
of fraud and corruption melted away. The 
intelligent property owners of no state or 
community will allow ignorant voters to con 
trol affairs. 


RAILROAD CONSTRUCTION. 

Very nearly 11,000 miles of new railroad 
were built last year, or about thirty miles a 
day. This involved a daily expenditure of 
about $600,000, Ten years ago this record 
would have been considered marvellous; it 
has in fact never been exceeded; but the prob- 
abilities are that nearly as much track will be 
laid this year. Very few new lines will -be 
started this year, on account of the depress- 
ion in business, but the important and yal- 


uable lines in course of construc- 
tion will be pushed towards 
completion, and this alone will roll up a 


mileage not far behind that of 1882. 

The railroad work of last year was spread 
Every 
state except Delaware increased its mileage. 
lowe leads all the states in tLe number of 
miles built last year. In the svuth railroad 
building was more active in Arkansas than 
elsewhere.

This is an enor- 
mous aggregate, but it is claimed that it does 
not properly accommodate our national de- 
velopment—that there are large sections stil] 
in which railroads are needed, and that it 
will be at least a generation before we have 
our complement of these great highways. 
The Railway Register thinks the section 
traversed by the Blue Ridge, extend 
ing from West Virginia and into 
Georgia—an empire in itself—needs railroad 
facilities more than other parts of the coun- 
try. South Georgia also needs, says the Reg- 
ister, short feeders for prevent roads, partic- 
ularly the country lying between the Macon 
and Brunswick andthe various lines of the 
Central road. Alabama is also inadequately 
supplied. So far as the south is concerned, it

Used te Earthquakes.

Caracas has got as used to earthquakes, as Mexico 
to revolutions. Their frequency has developed a 
speciai nomenclature. Terremotto, the literal 
translation of our comprehensive term, would here 
be as insufficient as the word hurricane for the de- 
scription of all kinds of atmospheric disturbances; 
temblor, vibracion, tremor, golpe, rasgo, rasga da, 
terremoto, express only a part of the wid» scale be- 
tween a faint vibration and a wall-breaking shock. 
Of temblors the city has at the very least a semi- 
weekly supply; golpes (involving broken windows 
and fractured brick wails) occurabout twice a year, 
in some years every month. This year Caracas 
weathered fourteen or fiften of them. Uuring the 
disastrous first week of September I had a remarka- 
ble proof how familiar long experience has made 
the populace with the attendant and prospective 
phenomena of the various kinds of earthquakes, 
aud also how impossible it is to predict the day of 
their advent.

CLEVELAND, February 15.—There are six 
brethers living in this city known as the Mcll- 
rath boys. Their father, who died about a 
month or so ago, was said to be the most power- 
ful man in Ohio. Yesterday A. B. Mclirath re- 
ceived a cablegram from England which 
brought the information that a number of 
heirs in this city and at other points in north- 
ern Ohio had come into the undisputable pos- 
session of a great fortune to the amount of 
over $100,000,000.

THE BELT RAILROAD. 


What the Richmond and Danville Railroad Has Done 
to Abate a Nulsance. 

The Belt railroad constructed by the Richmond 
and Danville railroad has been completed, as was 
stated in yesterday's paper, and is now in use for 
the transfer of freight. The people of AUanta who 
have seen the most important point on Atlanta's 


most important thoroughfare used for years as a 
shifting yard for freight trains, will bail with de- 
light this step io the direction of the right arrange- 
mentof things. It isa partial solution of the troubie- 
some Whiteball street crossing question, aud while 
it will remedy the evil in a measure only, it will 
doubtiess be an opening wedge that will worka 
satisfactory adjusitmentof the matter. While the 
road does notencircle the city entirely, the peculiar 
arrangement of the Ailanta roads makes the results 
the same for all-prac ical purposes. ‘The Belt rail- 
road was constructed by the Kichmoud and Dan- 
viile for the transfer of freight to orTrom its con- 
tinuation. the Georgia Pacitic. The arrangement 
of the two lines, their route into the city and the 
topography of tne country lying between is pecu- 
liarly sdapted to such a scheme as the “cutoff.”

HEREAS, HERETOFORE TO-WIT, IN THE 

month of November last, the following com- 
munication was received by me, as Governor of the 
State, from the Secretary of the New England Man- 
ufacturers and ,Mechanics’ Institute, of Boston, 
Mass., to-wit: 
“New England Manufacturers and Mechanics’ In 

stitute, Treasurer’s Office 38 Hawley st., 
**Boston. Mass,, October 80, 1882. 

“To His mamcpag ee £ the Governor of Georgia: 

‘*‘Dear Sir—In behalf of the New England Manv- 
facturers and Mechanics’ Institute, and by the 
authority of its official board, I hereby extend to 
the State of Georgia a cordial invitation to makean 
exhibit of its agricultural products and resour- 
at the third annual fairof the Institute, whi*" wi" 
be opened the first week of September, * *3, aud 
continue until a day in Noverrberte be: termined 
hereafter. 

“‘An invitation of like tencr has been sent to the 
Governor of every one of the Southern dia.es The 
purpose of. the proposed exh bition is to afford a) 
opportunity to all those States and Territories whic) 
wish for seitiers from the North to present, in prac- 
tical shape, examples of the products of the soil 
illustrative of its adaptability to the various 
branches of planting, farming and horticulture. 
The new railway system of the great West. will be 
invited to make a similar exhibiuon at the Ius:i- 
tute, that the North may thus become for the time 
being the arena in which the South and West may 
compete with each other for that surplus popula- 
tion which yearly leaves New England in search oj 
homes elsewhere. 

“The invitation is forwarded at this early day 
that your Excellency may have ain. le time to con- 
sider the subject. and to make such suggestions 
thereon to the Legislature of your State as you may 
deem appropriate.

may add thereto, on distances hauled, between 

0 and 40 miles, 50 per cent; between 40 and 70 

miles, 40 per cent; between 70 ana 100 miles, 30 

per cent; and over 1u0 miles, 20 per cent. 

3. Classes L, M, N and O remain at Standard. and 

Classes B, C, D, F, P and also remain at 

Standard, but must be computed as required in 

rule one. 

4. To Fertilizers, in Class K, 20 per cent may be 

added, computed under rule one, 

5. To Class J (Cot'on), fifteen per cent may be 

added to Standard [in Circular 31. Appendix 

B, page 12). 

6. The foregoing rates are applicable to and will 

be the governing rates for freight tariff for the 

Central and Southwestern Railroads and 

branches between all points South and East of 

Macon. 

No percentages, eitherin mileage or rates, are 

allo ved to be added to Standard rates. by the 

Kast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia Railroad 

between Macon a»d the Tennessee State line, or 

to the Central Railroad between Macon and 

Atlanta, except twenty per cent may be added 

to fertilizers in Class k. 

8. Classes B,C, b, F, K, P and R must be com- 

putes as required in rule one. 

he Atlanta and West Point Railroad and the 

Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama Railroad 

may add no more than twenty per cent to the 

Standaid mutes on Classes 1, 2, 3, 4. 5, 6, A. E, G, 

H and K; all other classes remain at Standard. 

10. The Columbus and Rome Kailro»d may add to 
Standard rates no more than fifty per cent on 
all classes, €xcept class K, to which twenty per 
cent may be added; and except classes B, ©, D, 
F, Pand R, which will remain at Standard rates. 

11. Class P embraces all kinds of sawed or hewed 
lumber, poles, posts, logs, laths, shingles and 
staves in car loads. 

12. Circular No. 33 will be construed to embrace all 
Classes of syrups in half barrels or larger casks, 
without regard to the place of production. 

13. Circular Nw. 26 and Section 7 of Circular No. 27 
are hereby repealed, 

14. Apples and Peaches (not dried) and other green 
fruit, in barrels or boxes, and Trees and Shrub- 
bery in bales or boxes, less than car load, own- 
er’s risk, 6th Clase. Sameia car loads owner's 
risk, ( lass O, 

15. The Central railroad will furnish to this office 
for approval joint rates for the transportation 
of freights between all stations on the various 
divisions of railroads under its control. 

16. The East Teunessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road will furnish to this office for approval 
joint rates to be used between all stations North 
and siations South of Macon on its line. 

17. This Circular takes effect Mareh 1st, 1883.
